Death came at 1:00 a. m.. central standard time. 
The widow, who married him L’2 y ears a g o a fter her 
alibi testimony saved him from charg es in a shoot in# scrape, 
was led dry ey ed from Our Lady of the Lake hospital. She 
had been at the bedside in con taut x ipil since Sunday nig ht. 
A “ prunshot wound in the abdomen” was officially tfiven 
as the cause of the senator’s death hv Dr. K. L. Sanderson, 
who said there was ‘ not nece 
arily " any complications. 
Dr. (>. S. Lonpr. a brother of the enator, was quoted as 
say injf, however, that the bullet which entered the riy fht side, 
puncturing the colon in two places, also penetrated the kid­ 
ney . The senator x vas 12 y ears old.
